disease among the animals of the 
state. Tho statement says that "cat- 
tle, sheep and hogs are most common- 
ly Infected, horses and goats less of- 
ten, and fowls, dogs and 
cats still 


more rarely." i 


No Danger from Meat. 
"There is little danger of the infec 


tion being carried by the meat of an 
Infected anjmal should such meat, by 
accident, roach a market, as the cook-
